The letter from New York puplished in the
Datly News of the 16th Inst,, to which your note
of the 16th inst, calls my attention, I have read.
As ils statements are calcolated to infure the
intereste of Texas, aud as [ am satisfied that they
are unfounded, 1 feel bound to comply with

rour request. I lett the Unitad States on the
st of Auguet, and for years lmmedintely pre-
ceding was & member of the United States Senate,
In that capacity it waemy duty to inform myself
of the condition of the Southern States, and this
1 did from sources upon which I knew that full
relinnee could be placed; and the knowledge
thus obtained enables me to say that the state-
ments in the letter referred to are unfounded,
Thut there are acts of violence in that State is
wo doubt true, but not more, I believe, than
occur v either of the other Siates, or in any
other gountry. I have no doubt, theretore, thut
emigrants into the State will be as safe as in
any otlier part of the Union. I remain, sir,

The following is the paseage of our corres-
pondent’s let er referred to in the foregoing

*“The accounts trom the Bouth do notl change
materially, In Tuxas soclety muy be said to be
diskolved, at least outside one or two of the
larger towns. The only safety lor anybody is
to be found inside the quarters of the Federal
troops, and they hold simply the ground they
encamp on. The whole Stute is in the hands of
moYe, who murder aud buwn houses af their
will; apd they, too, act vuder no recognized
head, or in wccordance with any fixed plun,
Thig would be more dreadful if it were much of
a change, but it s not—tlkings were as bad as
this duning the war, and uvol very much better
before it.”

our countrymen agsinst belng induced by
foreign misrepresentation to carry their capital
sod energy 1o a country where orgunized raf
flanlsm exlsts,

Earthquake Shocks,

The London Timesol the 2d lustant says: —

Bhortly atrer 10*30 on Friday night a distinet
ebock of earthquake was felt in wuny places in
the west of Evgland and in South Wales. The
unusual sensation lasted for about a couple of
geconds, and 18 presumed to have been occa-
sioned by what is termed an earth-wave, Five
years sgo (in October, 1863)] a similar shock
ocearn eﬁ. which was felt throughout a couside-
ruble part of the west of England,

The shock on Friday last was felt in Woreester
and pumercus towns and villages on the
western bank of the Bevern, op to the bonnda-
ries of the county on that side. The lncidents
appear 10 have varied copsiderably. In some
a&uutiom it was so slight as hagdly to be per-
ceptible, while In others the witnesses desoribed
it us even more severe than that which was
experienced in 1568%. It appears pretty certnin
that peréons who huppened to be in the upper
chambers of thelr houses did not experlence the
effects of the gliock o aoutely as those who were
at the time o the basement, Mauy persons
who had retived to rest, and were updisturbed
by \t, were incredulous when (nformed of the
fact 'by their nelghbors, until cortoborative evi-
denoe was accumulated from all quarters, The
time when the shock was percelved was. as
NEAr as can be ascertained, 10°40 o'clock, The
night was cloudy] but hght, the moou bemg
nearly at the full., The indications of the
earthquake were various, Some perfons
describe 1l as & trembling of the enrth, as il a
laden wagon was passing slong the street;
others Imagived some animal had got into thelr
bedroom and was .,c_-amrerm;x fabout the flour.
The motion of articles ol furniture, the jingliug
of glusses, aud the oscillation of beds were very
common, Most of the reports agree that these
indications were accompanied by a nolse like
that of & high wind, or of & veblele or train

#ing, Heports were brought into Worcester

the course of Batorday irom different towns
and villnges westward, deseribing thg shock in
very similar terms, It is a fact, though it may
have nothiug to do with these Ehennmonu. that
up 1o the time of the shock the weather wis
cold, but the thermometer rose fifleen degrees
on Baturday.

At Merthyr the shock was rather severe, and
ooourred on WM,M pight abont 10°30, The
moyLment ap o be frgm south t0 north,

nnd continued for three or four Lesnnlds. The
tky wus covered with light, Wug there were no
thunder-clouds, A few Lainutes before the
occurrence there wes that strnuge calm vre.
valent which has been noticed duriog the lime
of a complete eclipse.  Great alurm was felt by
the iuhabitents, At Twynrodyn aud other hizh
quarters the people rushed out of the honaes,
some sttributing the shock to explosions under.
neath in some of the el or mine pits, Lu' as
Merithyr i not undermined;, and no mine or
conl stratum exisis toere, thiq fact was con-
clusive that the distorbance proceeded from o
greater and more mysterions cause, AL the
time of the occurrence there was a grand pro-
cesston by torchlight in honor of one of the
candidates for representing the borouegh, aud
the gseat swell of the earth and shaking o!
floors and windows coptrasted strapeely wilh
the merrymaking going on in the valley,

SPAIN.
Religlions Prospecis,

The Madrid correspondeont of the Londou
Times writes on the 29h ult:—

It eeems clear to me (that not only in Spalo,
but in all European conutries, the religions
question 1equires o different soluation from that
mere tolerntion which, to a certaln extent, has
been for many vears admitted in Rome itsolf,
Religtous freedom must be o night, not & iavor,
Without unbounded freedom of laith aond wor-
¢hip there can be no olher freedom, Soch 1s
the principle unanimously put forward by the
Epauich people, as represented by all the inter.
preters of I‘llbiil‘ opinlon on the very ontbreak
of the revolutionary movement. 1 do npot
know how [ar thut prioeiple may be followed
ip to its utmost consequences; but I think that,
withount its full development, the whele scoems
of national emancipation is likely to turn out &
chimera. Whatever Spain is, the priests have
made it, It Spain is to be anytbing different,
the work of the priests must be undon:; men
must be allowed rull freedom to unde Lhe
priests’ work., There must be not only frecdom
of conscience and freedom of worship, but free-
dom of mquiry, freedom of propagandism,
freedom of proselytismmn  All ereeds mnust rest
on a footivg of perfect equality. Bpain has
sunk too low in her abject superstilion to be
saved by any such compromises as have been
adopted in Fravce, Belgium, or Italy, We must
not be surprised if there are men here who cry
for religlous liberty as it exists in the United

tates ol America, or at least for liberly as in
Englavd,

Canp this country bear so much light out of so
much durkpess? The Juuta of Barcelona bas
intimnated to the Archbishop that, as fresdom of
worship liss been prociaimed, every religlous
ceremony out of doors must be distontinued;
every sect and denomination must perform its
rites within the buildings destined to its special
uses, In Madrid and other cities the images at
the etreet cormers, with the oil lamps dimly
burning before them night and day, are tast
disappearing., It @ny be mere accident, but 1
bave vot for nearly a monuth met the Holy
Bucrament, with bell, and book, and caudle, on
my way along the Madrid thorougfares, It s
not long sipce the tinkling ol that bell used to
throw 4 whole neighborhood into consternation,
when the words “Pasa Dios!" were the signal
for every man to get out of the way, those who
tarrled = behind  being comJ)elled to in-
terrupt  all  business an traflic, to
prostrate themselves ou the ground, sud
even to allght from their carriages, give
up their seats to the priests. and follow on foot,
Buch were, up to yesterday, the rights and
privileges of the dominaunt Church. Are we
going to change all that? Are Spaniards willing
to give up all the pageantries ot their proces-
stong and the gorgeous trappings of the Corpus
Domini ? Aud is the work of demolition this
time going so far as to preclude all possibility of
reconstruction? There is no uun{;t that the
decree providing for the suppre-slon of monastic
orders 18 nowhere suffered to remain a dead
letter, There are 15,000 workmen in the em-
plogsment ot the Madrid municipality at the
present moment, sand few of them haye sany
otber task tnan levelling the old uests of monks
and nups with the ground, TLe work of de-
giruction is not altogether unsparing und indis-
criminate, but it will be so thorough as Lo pre-
vent the possibility of the old edidee agaiu rising
from its ruins,

AUBSTRIA.
Baron Von Beust's Explanations,

From L' Independance Belge.
Ie & circular of Baron Beast, dated Out. 30, |
which our Paris correspondent says wus com- |
mupicated to him, the Chancellor of the Bmpire |
declures that he spoke before the Military Com-
mittee not as a Minister, but simply iu his
cnuracter of deputy, The reporis of the debnles
of the Commtice, which are not tuken dowu by
short-hand writers, are not generally trosi |
worthy., Baron Beust did not by any means ure
the alarming lanzuage  atiributed to
him., While indicating the useful-
ness of the reorganization of the army, he
toucbed far less upon the aspect of forcign
politics than upon the necessity of demon-
sirating the eolidity of the new interosl
organization of Austra. He observed that if
the Cigleithan Purlivmoent approved of the bl
as adopled by Hungary, it would show that
dusliem does not exclude the harmony and
union of the forces of the different pariies of |
of the l-:mElro. He wpatorally had to cast a
glance at the situatiou of Europe: and, while

noting the good relations existing botween
Austria and the other powers, he remarked that
in presence of the a*maments of othar countries, |
cepecially those which had no aggression to
fear, it was requisite that Austria should be able
to dispose, Il necessary, of sufliclent military
recources, Beyond this he ssid nothing
but what indiemed bhis pacitic intentions,
and he deciared that peace was pecessary for
the interests ol Austris, With regard Lo Ruossia,
Baron Beust merely alluded to his efforts to
render Austrin's relations with that power more
snd more friendly; aod, if he did pot quite
succeed, the fault was not his own, bat was o |
great part due 1o evenis which preceeded his |
coming into office. Aiter having stated the
good relations which exist between Ituly and |
Austria, he emid that if the hostile demon=tra-
tion ngaivst the Austrinn Government lu Tyrol
and at Trieste bad not been disavowed as
strongly ss ke could bave desired, it wuas lm-
portant to take iuto consideration the interpo-
sition of [tuly, which prevented her from scting
as freels in that matter as would be consistent
;\‘uh the slucerity of Lher loyal and pscific fnten-
one,

Englishmen and Amerieans in Dresden

Y“An American in Dresden” makes kuown
some singular fnets io a letle : to the Times. The
American colony in that city formed the ma-
jority of the congregation at the English Church,
und contributed largely to its funds, so that the
church came to be called *‘the Eoglish and
Anferican Chureh,” Under these clrcumstanees
the clergyman thought it bat proper to fntro-
duce u prayer for the President of the Uniled
States, after that for the Queen of Englaod aud
for the King of 8axony. The first time this was
done & geutleman interrapied the service with
the exclamation, 1 thought thls was an English
Church 1" On olther days persons e/t the bnildiog
when the new prayer was read. The clergy-
man adhered to his practice, and (:u:mriemh{t-
animosity was ronsed ugainst him. At length
portion of the congregation seceded, aud con-
irived to obtain authority from the Bishop of
Loundon for bu!hhnf & new church 1o be strictly
“Eoglish,” and, s# it =eems, high church, Koon,
however, the Americans found their way into
the new congregation, and the ssme thing was
enacted, although with n different conclusion.

PARAGUAY.

fipley Correspondence Retween Ministor

Washbarn, Lopez, and Foreign Diplo-

mnis.

The Rio Janeiro correspondence of the New
York Hera'd, dated October 8, states:—

What every one 1& now tulking of |s no Jonzer
finance nor even politics, Tt is the great Wash-
burn correspondence, the greatest diplomatic
tonndal that has occarred here since Lthe famous
Webb and Chrystie squabble, to make men
wonder and look wiie with shrogged insinua-
tious, and to give lood for flsming editoris's by
used up editors famishing for new materials.
Unfortunately, however, the documents were ail
publighed in Span'sh by order of Lopez, and
they nre go lengthy that it would ba impossiblo
to translate them and ftornish them for this
steamer. But Mr. Washbarn has publistied
some letters, written by himsell and otlers,
which give the malu points of the whola corres-
pondence between him and Beuites and Camiuos,
the Foreien Ministers of Lopez, and show the
state of Paragoay under the tyranny and fear
of Lopez. Wilh these and the summary of the
events to which the corrvspondence refers,
which follows, muy be concoived the long din-
lomatie battle which My, Wushbarn maintained
for the inviolability ot his bhouse and lor the
proteciion of American and other foreign
citizens who had taken refuge there whea the
allied Irope-clads wore asconding to Asunclou 1u
Fibrusry last, and the causes of his inab:lity to
continue his protection, iun consequence of Lhe
pressure snd threats of Lopez, which calminated
at length in nocusing him of belug the aoting
spirit in un ascerted conspiracy 1n favor of! the
allies, in sending him bi= passports and in
teizing when departing two mentbers of his
sufte—Mr., Porter Bliss, his ioterpreter, an
Ametican citizen, and Mr. George Masteraman,
sl Englisbman sctine as doclorof the Logating,

Mr. Wa:hburn writes a very long and very
elaborate letter to the Hon, William Stoart, her
Britunpic Mujesty’s Minister Plenipotentincy at
Buenos Ayres, Tots letter was written on the
Z24th of September, and saysi—

Bir—=When [ left Paraguay on the 12/ fnstant,
I regret to inform your excellenoy thal nearly
all foreigners in that esnotry, including several
of your countrymen, were in prison;: and as 1
um the only person beyond the reach of Presi-
dent Lopez's power who has any personal
knowledge of their situation, it seems 1o be my
duty to give sach information as I posscssto
the vrepresentatives of the different foreign
governments, that, knowivg the condition of
their vufortuvate countrymen, they may tnke
stuch action as may seem most proper in order
to extricate them trom their terrible situstion,
Unless speedy action is taken there may be
none left to tell the tale of their annihilation,

Minister Washburn gives an ideswof Lopez's
meroiless trealment of persons at Assunzion
witer the battle at that place, and states:—

For a time we feared it was the intention of
Lopez to eut the throats of wll the foreiguers, as
we knew bat little of any arrests al that time ot
Parnguavans, Iithey were srrested they were
tuken off so quietly that we might not bear
auything of it for weeks or months, Bat while
the Epnglish wbo bad been In the legation were
detained in the rallway stalion, the truin came

in one night at midoight full of prisoners, Tae
Enalish could see nothing, as no
light was allowed in the station;
but the clanking of the chans,

and the sighs and groaus of the prisoners,
a8 lhey were forced from the cars and driven
forward towsids the bauk of the niver were
distinctly audible, They were all embarked ic
& stepwer for San Fervavdo before daylgnt, A
few days after I learned that that this crowd of
priconers was almost entirely composed of Pura-
guayuns; that nearly every man i the new
capital—the judges, ¢lerks, accountante, and all,
gave the Chlel of Police, Sanabrin, a man emi-
pently distinguished for his brutulity, Benitez,
and the Viee President were the only ones left
there, besides policemen and soldiers—that
there was a gloom over the place so deep and
fuperal-like that the women and children
scarcely ventored out of their houses, and if
they did it was with fear, as if they had jost
felt, the shoeck of an earthquuk , und were in
drend ol avother. For more thap fifty years
the country has been a Dionysius gallery. It
wae always the poliey ol Francia, aod of Carlos
Antonto lopez, that everything satd shoaid
reach the ear of “El Supremo.” Buat inthe worst
c¢ays of Francia the Government was mild and
paternal compared with what it has been under
this younger Lopez,  People have been thrown
into prison na¢ only for saying things perecily
innocent, and for not reporting wuat they had
heard, but also for the crime of uot reporting
what they had not Mieard. It I= made the daty
ot everyhody to be a spy on everybody else and
woe to him whose ears are not open o every
word speken in his presence,

The arrest of all the civil magistrates indieated
that it was not the forelgpers alove thal had
made themeelves obnoxious to Lopez. Bat
what it wae all for no one in my bouse, as I yot
firmly believe, had the least idea, The pablisned
corrcepondence, however, will show that about
the 18th or 20th of July the Goveruoment sus-
pecied, or aflected to suspect, 8 conspiracy,
alleging that ex-Miuister Berges was a traitor
aod was lu collusion with the enomy, aud that
ur der my official #eal I had travemitted the

correspondence (o and fro between the conspi- |

ratore, I muast refer you to the pablished
correspondence to ehow bow they uuder-
Ltouk lo counect me with the econspiracy,
or, at leust, as kuowinrz that a revo-
lution was in  contemplation. At first it
would seem that they were so confident
o!f implicating me that they began to publish
the correspondence, but after receiving my
letter of 1he 11th of August, in Which I showed
#0 many coutradictions in the declarations that
had been made by the acoused —probably un fer
torture—that they suspeuded furiher publica-
fions. But it was not la the natare of Lopez to
show any magnanimily, or even justice, by
scknowledgiog bhe had been led inte error by
faise depositions, Men who know bim would
ns soon snccuse him of ordinery coursge as of
wagnanimity, aud he never was accosed of that,
excepl tu his own Semnanario, of which he |s
virtuslly the editor, Daring all this war Lopez
hag never exposed himselt 10 any personul
dfinger:; he hws pever ou & =mgle occasion
risked bimsell in any batile, and while he was
at Paso-Puco he bhad gn immense cave, or
rather house, with walls of earth over twenty
feet thick, from which he never ventured for
weeks together: nod at the same time that his
organ was flled ad nowsuam with wecoun's of
the grint Lopez leading, with deuntless valor,
Lis legions 1o victory, he was sitting quakiog
and guivering i his cave, a'rald to venture ouat
lest o ball might reach him. On one ocoasion,
gome two yeurs ago, when he waes out with his
bishop and bis stut), a shell etrack at a distauce
of hall n mile or more from his Excellency.
lustautly the brave Lopez turoed and ran hike 4
scared sheep, with his stad, locluding the
Bishop, alter him, the latter losing bis ha' as he
fled wiirighted after his chiet, This is the only
lestanece known of his ever having been in per-
sonal danger; he has not even the vulgur merit
of personal courage, nor has e any other, His
firmpess, carrled 10 obstinuey, 18 the result of

personnl  fear, Many persons, hls own
people  who  have escaped from |his
WOWET, and whosa families have
peen  tortured and otherwise persecuted to

death, have sent messagesto him threatening to
kil him at sight should they ever meet him;
he, therefore, dares not treat with the enewy.
for s0 many have sworn to pursue him the
world will not afford bhim a refage if he once
has no army between bim and his enemies; he
knows the country to be lost and rained; he has
no navy, and, in my opiuien, not more than
ope-fith of the land forces of the enemy. Why
the latter do not attuck him, and put an end to
the war, I do not know; but they do uot do so,
and the war way not end for a loug time,
Lopez has recently sald he fexpecled to be
compelled spon to fall buck from the river, and
then he would retire into the mountains, driviug
everybody, forelguers and Puraguaysus allke,
belore him. In that case, at the rate the
allies have been golng on for the last two years,

it will be long before he will be unable to present
ie strong # front to his enomies us he did when
he landed above the Teblcumry—viz,, one mun

to waich the telegraph,

It wnre not, however, till Augost that I heard,
besides the conspirncy against the Goyernment,
that there had been a great robbery of the publio
treasury. Of the particulars of this robbery I
could pever learn apythiug; neither did [ ever
bave any krowledge of the detnils of the plan
of the conspitacy, It was cald in one of
Benliez's letiers that Mr, Bliss, a member of
my Legation, had slgned a paper with ofhers
in which they had cogaged to assassivate
President Lopes. 1 knew that was (alee, or, at
lenst, bad wo doubt that it wus so, and detied
them to produce suy such paper, but they never
showed it.  They never gave me any clué as to
the muuner of the con-piracy or hows the revo-
lution was to be ¢ffected, and I do not belivve to
this day that anything of the kind was ever
attempted, The declarations of the prisonera

rove nothing except the merciless croelties of
Jopeg, for it is known that he ireely cmploys
the tortore, He londs his prisoners with heavy
felters, some' imes two, Lthree, or foar paics, and
besides flogs them, Hf they do ot give the tesli-
mony he requires, till they die,

The eonntry, however, 18 entirely denuded of
it: maule populntion. All the ploughing, plaut-
ing, and sowing s done by women, Women
must yoke the oxen, do the batchering, and afl
the other work usually done by men, There
are mnuy women also wilh the army to do tne
labor of men, aud tons relleve the troops: bat
mone, 1 believe, are forced to bedr army,

With the hope that the war would end shortly,
I remnined a year longer thau I mtended, vere
much sgainst my interest, and suffering great
discomfort. 1 belleved toat atthe inal ca‘as-
trophe I conld be of great service, especinlly to
the forelgners; and had Asunclon been taken in
February, wheo the ironclads went up tarcre
as we then expeeted it would be, T shoul
doubtless bave beeu able o save the lives of
many who pow will never see thair native lands
agaim. But when all of them had beeu killed
or mude prisoners, und wnobody, pative or
foreigner, dured come near my house, anond |
was utterly powerless to do & service for any-
body I thought it time to obey the orders of
my Government apd return to the United
Stutes, Very respecifully, yourobedient servant,

exercised over my will, I cannot do leszs than
confess freely and spontancously the imporiant
part which your Excellency has tuken in the
revolution, in which you have involyed many
persons, und among them mysclli 1 have de-
clared (feeling derply, because I would like to
#void such a scandal to your Exeellency, but
